M urder of Two Claim Jumpers in Ida. 


ho Described in D etail— Confession 


Opens W ith Prelim inary T a lk of As­ 


sassinating Steunenberg. 


Rathdrum. Ida., Nov. 13.—The con­ 
fession of Steve Adams made in the 
office of the warden of the Idaho pen­ 
itentiary Feb. 27, 1906, in the presence 
of Jam es McFarland, a Pinkerton de­ 
tective of Molly Maguire fame, and 
W. B. Hopkins, was introduced in evi­ 
dence at the trial of Adams for the 
m urder of Fred Tyler. 
In the confession Adams Is quoted 
as saying that he m et Moyer, Hay­ 
wood and Pettibone in Colorado “the 
summer following Arthur Collins’ as­ 
sassination at Telluride” and that he 
had been intimately acquainted with 
them up to the time he left Colorado. 
“They told me to go out to Idaho 
and meet Jack Simpkins,” Adams is 
quoted as saying. 
‘“T hat he wanted 
to see mo on some business in regard 
to Governor Steunenberg and that I 
would meet him near Wallace, Ida., 
at W ardner, I believe.” 
Tile confession deals with prelim 
inary talk about the proposed assas­ 
sination 
of 
Governor 
Steunenberg. 
This talk had occurred shortly after 
the dynamiting of the depot at Inde- 
pendence in 1904. 
It was about a 
month after that that Adams started 
for Idaho. 
The talk had taken place 
in Pettibone’s back room and besides 
Adams there had been present Hay- 
wood and Pettibone. 
'Che confession I hOIlG 56J3 
continuos: 
“They just told me to go up and 
sec Simpkins, as he wanted to see 
me, and he would probably tell me 
about the Steunenberg m atter, as they 
wanted to got Steunenberg.” 
“ Did you have any money?” 
“ They gave me $200 to go up there 
rn .” 


Receives Money From Pettibone. 
“Who gave you the money?” 
“George Pettibone.” 
Aft< r meeting Simpkins Adams says 
he lingered but a short time in W ard­ 
ner, but loft soon for Simpkins’ claim, 
about fourteen miles above the head 
of navigation cai the St. Joe, 
“There 
were 
claim 
jumpers 
in 
there,” Adams is quoted as saying. 
“ Simpkins said that if I helped him 
to get rid of those fellows he would 
give me $300. 
Two of these men 
were killed.” 
“Who assisted 
in 
the killing of 
these men?” 
“Newt Glover, Jack Simpkins and 
myself.” 
“ How did you carry out the murder s t o c k . 
of Tyler?” 
We went one night, Newt Glover, 
Alcali Mason and myself, to Simpkins’ 
cabin, 
made some coffee and 
had 
breakfast and in the morning we went 
over to try to catch Tyler in his cabin 
on Jack Simpkins’ claim. 
He was 
gone, go we laid there until sundown. 
He never returned and ive started up 
to a spring and while we were drink­ 
ing we heard some one coming. 
I 
got my W inchester and, standing by 
the side of the trail, never moved. 
I 
saw it was Tyler coming. 
He had a 
big gun buckled on bim. 
I stepped 
out on the trail and told him to throw 
up his hands. We then disarmed him, 
took 
him 
to 
Simpkins’ cabin 
and 
stopped there till morning, when we 
took’ him three miles out in the tim­ 
ber and killed him.” 
“W hat was done with the body?” 
“It was left lying between two logs.” 
“Who did Tyler say placed him on 
the claim?” 
“A fellow named Lewis—a banker, 
I think, from Spokane— but I cannot 
say positively.” 


Tells of A nother Crime. 


“After that what occurred?” 
“ I went down and met Simpkins at 
Harrison and told him what I had 
done; that he did not have any jump­ 
er on his claim” 
“In about a week or thereabouts, or 
probably two weeks, we went, back 
up there and met a fellow named 
Boule and another man coming down 
the trail near Simpkins’ cabin. 
We 
opened fire on them, killing Boule; 
Jack Simpkins, I and Newt Glover.” 
“How did it. happen that the other 
man got away?” 
“ We missed him; he was dodging. 
We shot at him.” 
Following 
the 
confession 
of the 
shooting Adams relates how he had 
left tile Marble Creek region; how 
he had waited after the sheriff had 
gone in and found the body of Boule 
and how the cabins of three of the 
jum pers had been blown up. 
The sheriff had found but one of 
the’ bodies—that of Boule—which was 
lying a short distance from Simpkins’ 
catlin. 
Adams did not meet the sher­ 
iff, but Sfmpkins met him. 
“After this was over did you get 
the $300 from Simpkins?” 
“I did not.” 
“W hat excuse did he give?” 
“He said that all the settlers were 
! going to Help pay it, but they did not 
come in with the money. 
I got $120. 
I Mason gave me $10(1 and Simpkins 
gave me $20 when I left.”
